The confertnce opened Thursday and 
will be in session throughout Satur- 
day afternoon. L. C. Baber. district 
agent and Miss Ella Posey, district 
home demonstration agent, are pre- 
siding. 


The final obj'jcMvs of K^.-tcuZluaral 


extension work is to develop and 
create initiative on the part of rural 
people, to raise standards of living, 
an dto increase the satisfactions of 
rural 
life, 
Mr. Randall said. "The 


Land Grant College system, of which 
the Extension Service is a part, is the 
one agricultural agency which is not 
limited in its application, and which 
is designed to serve all the people. 
Our obligation is the same to all peo- 
ple, and to all classes of people. We 
should go wherever we can render 
a service to farm families. The suc- 
cess of our work will be measured 
in terms of what it has meant to each 
individual farm family."

The operators are gradually losing 
ownership of the land, and rents, in- 
terest payments and mortgage pay- 
ments take the wealth of the rural 
areas into the cities. The South i.s 
losin gwealth in the form of its young 
people, who migrate to tho north and 
west to replenish the population in 
those areas which are not pr-.iiluciiiK 
enough children to replace their num- 
bers. Here you bear the tremendous 
cos( of rearing criklren, and when they 
come to U) productive age, they mi- 
grate to other sections. Through the 
process of inheritance, they lake with 
them the ownership of the land. They 
Uikc with them, too, the cuture of 
Southern farms. To a large extent 
the culture of the entirt nation will 
depend upon that of the south, for 
southern farmers will have 10 times as 
many descendants as the professional 
and industrial classes of the north and

Citizens have no business what- 


ever making original laws by di- 
rccl vote Ours is a representative 
government, with a 
legislature 


authorized to originate laws, de- 
hate them, and to weed out error 
as far as i.s humanly possible. 


But the people, ignorantly vot- 


ing on direct measures that have 
neither Ix-on .studied, debated nor 
criticized, make an unholy mess. 


Legislatures are wrong some- 


times—but the |ieople, acting with- 
out caution or debate, are wrong 
always. 


It is high time we killed out of 


the law of Arkansas the provision 
which allows privalc citizens to 
initiate bills and submit them to 
the people without sanction of the 
legislature.

feature, allowing appeal to the 
people from acts of the legislature, 
is all right; but the initiative is 
destructive of good government— 
as Colorado now is a witness.

But It's No Utopia 


It was the largest single distribution 


of mass government lurgGF.sc on the 
part of any state. It went to 3.7 per cent 
of tl.e population or nearly one person 
out of 30. There was no trick about it. 
H was not siagc monpy, but real, 
.spendable cash. 


But it does not menu that Utopia 


has dawned al la Townscnd. In fact 
tho general citizenship of Colorado is 
getting madder and madder as it looks 
in. And the backers of the Colorado 
old age pension plan arc apprehen- 
sive. 


Both feelings arc caused by varied 


facts. 
Against the $fi7.3li average old age pen- 
sion and bonus in January—and the 
SHI) drawn by many married couples—• 
whole families oil general relief are 
getting $£i or less. 


"Children are fainting in the schools 


from hunger, homes are being broken 
up and relief in Denver averages only 
•111 per cent of minimum subsistence," 
Msgr. John R. Mulroy, head of Cath- 
olic chairities shouted' in a bla/ing 
j-l.cech the week before the jackpot 
distribution.

1 hat the pension amendment—put on 
the ballot by petition and passed in 
Uovcmher lOHIi,- represented the will 
of the people and could not be stayed.

The crime wave spread to other sec- 


tions of the city witli the report Thurs- 
day of three new cases. 


J. E. Allen, manager of Singer sew- 


ing machine company, reported that 
a burglar entered his home at 621 
South Fulton street and stole $60 in 
cash from the purse of Mrs. Allen. 


E. C. Sterling, 523 South Elm street, 


reported that a burglar was discovered 
in his home at 3.30 a.m. Thursday, 
but was frightened away. Nothing was 
missing from the household, an in- 
vestigation showed. 


Purse Taken 


The latest outbreak was ot 8:30 a.m. 


at the home of Mrs. John L. Britt, 
600 North Elm street. Her purse was 
robbed of $1.50. 


Mrs. Britt said that she had taken 


her c5iUdr*»ik to 'school, and - returning 
home entered the front door. As she • 
entered the front she heard the rear 
door slam. 


Frightened and alone, she hesitated 


to go to the rear of the house until 
help was summoned. The intruder es- 
caped unseen. An investigation show- 
ed the robber had picked up her purse, 
carried to the rear and rifled it of 
$1.50. 


At the Sterling home on South Elm 


street, a burglar was discovered by 
J. O. Perry, fireman on an L. & A. 
train, who has a room at the Sterling 
home. 


Perry 
said he entered the house 


about 3:30 a.m. upon reaching Hope 
from Shreveport.

,that,the Sutherland retirement, coupled with that of Justice 
?Van Devanter, leaves the high tribunal with only two stanch 
conservative justices.

Liberals are shouting- hozannas, of course, knowing that 


-President Roosevelt now may appoint a justice whose views 
are more in line with the principles which he espouses. 
* + * 


BUT to the mass of American people, the fact that the court 


fight is over is really more important than the outcome— 


. if it can be said that there has been an outcome. 


Presumbaly President Roosevelt now will be content to let 


the court enlagement plan go by the boards, and that will be 
•a major relief to those who feared that he might bring the 
'matter before Congress again at the current session. 
; 
Congress wasted almost all its regular session last year in 


-arguing and bickering over the court plan. Virtually every 
:piece of major legislation was stalemated or side tracked be- 
^cause members of the House and Senate were so intent on the

The thread of the court plan controversy ran through every 


cloak-room conversation, every committee hearing, every 
'floor debate. Members couldn't even formulate opinions re- 
'jrarding such unrelated matters as farm legislation, govern- 
•ment reorganization, or appropriations without wondering 
,'how their stand would 'affect the fight over the federal ju- 
diciary. 
. 
Even the President's own legislative program went by the 


•boards in the quarrel over his judicial reorganization plan, 
.and the controversary carried over into the special session 
"to such an extent that nothing was accomplished. 


The nation will be glad to know that the court proposal, as 


^an issue, no longer will hang around congressmen's necks like 
;The Old Man of the Sea, preventing them from serious consicl- 
jeration of more immediately pressing matters. 


'THE country needs new tax legislation and farm legislation. 
: 1 -ft needs a Congress which will buckle down to the job of 
rformulating a government labor policy which will ease this 
constant employer-employe bickering and this internecine 
labor warfare. It needs an intelligent approach to such mat- 
ters as monoply and anti-trust legislation, the armanment and 
defense situation, and foreign affairs. 


With the Supreme Court fight out of the way, it is to be 


hoped the nation will get some of the things it needs.

Returns are required of every single 


jcrson who for the year had a gross in- 
come of $5,000 or more or a net income 
if $1,000 or more and of every husband 
md wife living together who for tho 
year l'J37 had an aggregate gross in- 
come of $5,000 or more or an aggregate 
net income of $2,500 or more. Widowers, 
widows, divorcees, and married per- 
sons separated by mutual consent are 
classed a.s .single persons. 
The per- 


sonal exepiptions are 51,000 for single 
persons and $2.500 for married per- 
sons living together and for heads of 
families. 


Husband and wife living together at 


the close of the taxable year may in- 
clude their income in a single joint re- 
turn or make separate returns of the 
income of each. 
If separate returns 


are filed, one may not report income 
which belongs to the other, but must 
report only the income which actually 
belongs to him. If a joint return is 
filed .such return i.s treated a.s a tax- 
able unit, and the income disclosed 
is subject to both the normal tax and 
the surtax. 


In order for a return lo be classified 


as a joint return of husband and wife 
both spouses must have had .some in- 
come or deductions in the year for 
which the return i.s filed, and the rt- 
lurn must include the income and de- 
ductions of both spouses. 


If a joint return i.s not made by an 


agent of the taxpayers it must be

Bake about two hours in a moderate 
oven (350 degrees F.) basting frequent- 
ly. Peel and core apples. Make a 
Syrup of sugar, water and candies. 


Drop apples into hot syrup, cook very 
slowly and watch carefully. When they 
are soft remove from syrup. Put pork 
on a large pltitter and garnish with 
apples.
